John Crothers, a well known farmer 
who Uvea near Louisville, a UtUc ham- 
let four miles northwest of this place, 
wa» about to retire, when someone 
" 1 hlro to the window, saying his 
1 hurt, and asked him to 
come at once. lief ore he could reply 
the door was burst open with a roil, 
and he was seized by four 
masked men. Crothers In a large, 
muscular man, and struggled fierce- 
ly. Be grabbed hut shotgun, 
but it was wrenched from his bands \f~ 
fore he could use it The men threw 
him to the floor and stamped upon him 
until he became insensible, after which 
they robbed him of all the money on 
his person, about ISO, ami ransacked 
the house from top to bottom, taking 
every thing of value. The fiends then 
bound the helpless man, cut him in 
several places and poured coal oil on 
the bed clothe* and set Are to the 
house, leaving him to perish m the 
flames. 

Shortly after their departure he re- 
gained consciousness and managed to 
roll himself out Into the yard, where 
he lay watching his property bum The 
light was aeon from the Louisville 
church, where prayer meeting was be- 
ing held, and a party set oat for the 
fire to render assistance They stumbled 
over Crothers, who was again uncon- 
scious, and carried him to the residence 
of a neighbor near by, and medical as- 
sistance was rendered. The wounds 
are serious, though not necessarily 
fatal 

In the scuffle one of the masks worn 
by one of the men was torn from his 
face, and Crothers recognized David 
Matthews, a farmer living near May 
H11L Matthews was arrested and 
brought before 'Squire J. \V. Mason. 
At the preliminary trial Crothers 
swore positively as to the identity of 
Matthews as one of ids assailants, but 
Matthews claims he is able to prove aa 
alibi 

Justice Mason bound htm over to 
court In the sum of Jl.OOQ, and bond 
was given. 

Excitement runs high at Louisville, 
and there is every prospect of a lynch- 
ing, if any clew to the perpetrators of 
the crime la found The residence/ of 
Crothers. together with Its contents, 
was totally d estroyed.

A Fine Hrhrme to Wash FtMh How 
CM** anil \ Hlages „-, the Ohio. 

' PiTTsniitou, Pa., Sept 3.— The Mo 
nongahela Navagation Co., ormtrolling 
the slack water system of that river, 
has made a novel proposition to the city 
authorities, as a precaution against the 
invasion of the cholera Steamboats 
are to be stationed in the Monongahela 
riv«r, and the wheels kept going un- 
til the filth in washed Into tbe mid- 
die of the stream; then about U 
inches of water, held back by boards 
raised atwve dam No. 1. is to be sudden- 
ly released carrying the filth south- 
ward.
